(Continued from Pag* 1-A) 
stores as well as the parking 
lots provided by retail stores 
available to shoppers.

In an effort to -present a 
cleaner retail district, it was 
agreed that an education .cam 
palgn would be initiated to get 
all occupants of business build 
ings to agree to provide re 
ceptacles. inside , their stores 
which could be emptied by the 
city street department crews 
In this manner, children and 
others would not be able to 
search through the trash and 
permit it to be blown about the 
alleys and streets. Co-operation 
of thy; schools will be solicited 
to toach children not to throw 
papers on -the sidewalks and 
in the parks.

A committee of merchants wUi 
be appointed to arrange for 
Christmas street decorations 
with the idea of developing an 
unusually attractive design by 
some professional artist. Ib is 
planned to have this design out 
lined .by July 1 so that any 
requests for financial aid from 
the city can be included in the 
municipal budget.

Two ways of handling credit 
sales were presented by Secre­ 
tary Walker, one through the 
banks and the other by a credit 
association.

It was agreed that all -the 
issues would be referred to com­ 
mittees and that separate meet­ 
ings of the merchants group 
would be called to discuss each 
of the items outlined as soon 
as the committee reports are 
ready.

About 25 attended the break­ 
fast, including merchants, City 
Engineer Glenn Jain, Chairman 
of the Planning Commission 
Tom P. McGuire, Fire Chiel 
John McMaster and Acting Chiel 
of Police Frank Schumacher, all 
of whom participated in the dis­ 
cussions.

County Renews 
Lease On Beach 
Recreation Area

Renewal of the lease of pre­ 
mises at 315 Diamond street in 
Redondo Beach, occupied by the 
County Department of Parks 
and Recreation as a garage and 
warehouse, was approved by the 
Board of Supervisors at a re­ 
cent meeting, on motion of Su­ 
pervisor Raymond V. -Darby.

Mayor Sherfey contacted Su-1 

pervisor Darby and the super j 
visor declared that the wno1 
effort of General Alien's offici 
to secure the airport is due to j 
a "misunderstanding" of the in-' 
tent of the. supervisors when h j 
made the exception to the Lo- 
mita flight strip, or Torrancc 
army airport, in ordering every 
effort made by the county to 
acquire ports developed by thd 
army and navy during the wai 
for civilian use. -The local field, 
Darby qaid, was cxccpted from 
the list, and the county's waivei 
was in full faith.

During the period since the 
State, County and Navy waived ' 
their rights to the .airfield, Reed ' 
H. Parkin, president of Torrance 
Chamber of Commerce and 
.chairman of the City Aviation 
Commission, 'together with To! 
son and other civic leaders, have 
given generously of their time 
 and effort to complete the deal 
for Torrance, working clcfeely 
wtth various governmental agen< 
cies and Rep. Cecil R. King. It 
.was through King's effort, it 
was said, that the permit finally 
,was ordered written and, up to 
the time the county's renewed 
Interest was revealed, it was ex- 
.pected daily. ,

In the county's effort to ac­ 
quire the port, it was revealed 
that the State Department of 
Public Works desires to retain 
title to at least 10 acres of ths 
area, due to the heavy expense 
to which the state has been put 
to maintain the airport during 
the war -years.
